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1, A sseres mecting was held recently at the headquarters of Hrvatski Karitss 
in cuenos Aires, to consider the problem of financing the passage of Croats 
and Germans to Argentina and other South American countries. Father Stjepan 
Draranovie, a Croat priest whe is active in “lav immigration matters in 
Aygentina, proposed a plan to create a special fund to bring "sivi" (grey)* 
Groats and Germans to Latin Anerica. 


2. Father Draganovic explained that there are nov about 25,000 Croats in Germany, 
Avstria and Italy, aa vell as approximately 3600 Germans in Austria who are 
proeGrogtian. The latter, who consider thenselves as "Volksdeutsche", are led 
ly (fnu) Altgayer. Aa many of these Groats and Germans are considered politically 
undesirable by the International Refugoe Organization (IRO), their passage to 

' Latin America will not be paid by that orgenization. Father Draganovie believes 
thet there is great danger thet these individuals will be extradited to 
¥Yuroalavia. 


3. It was further pointed out that there are now about 1300 Croats in Argentina whose 
passare was paid by private means, Father Draganovic proposed that each such 
Croat contribute 10 pasos monthly to sis:special fund, with larger amounts to ba 
contributed by wealthy Croats in Argentina. 


4. Father Draeanovie emphasized thet there are ways to bring Croat immigrants to 
Argentina despite the officiel suapension of Slav imnigration. : 


5. It was proposed that a committee be appointed tc handle the special fund. Dr. 
Josip Reberski, Argentine deputy for Dr. Viatke Macek, was invited to join the 
committee, but he declined. YIther nanes suggested for the committee were Dr. 
Rudolf Baricevic, Dr. Reberski's son-in-law and former conm(] in Fiume ender 
Ante Pavelich; Father Dragutin Kamber; Father Josip Tlbijas; and (fnu) Matkovic, 
former Croat consul. in thmich. 
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
